»TnHE bitterest convention fiffht rages between the forces of 
I 
Gov. Lowden and those of Mayor Thompson. The Thomp- 


son men, who compromise the 18 Cook county delegates and five 
or six from downs tate were expected to be given the position of 
national committeeman and Mayor Thompson was picked for the 
honor. But when the time for the ejection arrived they pre- 
sented no candidate and Mayor Thompson made a sensation 
when he'said: "I cannot and will not accept an election to an 
office, the forceful administration of which might make me a 
party to the purchase of the high office of President of the 
United States." 


And after the committee meeting he said: 


I could have been re-elected national committee- 


man without opposition, provided I was willing to 
pledge myself to do certain things. If I had to waive 
my independence and my fight for the carrying out of 
my principles, as approved by the people, I don't want 
and would not accept the office. The grestxmass of 
people are more-dear to me than a few men commonly 
regarded as being powerful. 
The Cook County Republican committee adopted a resolu- 


tion which asserts that attempts have been made to "buy the 
presidency of our country and everyone who has (participated in 
or seeks or stands to profit by such practices should be excluded 
from the privileges of the convention and barred from partici- 
pation in our party councils." 


Of course all this was aimed at the slush fund work in be- 


half of Gov. Lowden, and particularly at the $2,500 per delegate 
scandal in Missouri. 


The Cook county committeemen called on the Cook county 


delegates to the convention to present this resolution to the con- 
vention, "hi order" they said, "to convince our countrymen that 
we are Americans before we are Republicans and are determined 
to stamp out practices which if condoned would not only destroy 
our party but tend to develop anarchy and revolution which 
would wreck our free government." ' 


But still another boom was thrown when Mayor Thompson 


at the caucus of the Illinois delegates presented a resolution di- 
recting Senator McCormick as member of the resolution com- 
mittee of the convention to urge the adoption of the following 
planks in the national platform: 


"Opposition to the United States joining the league 


of nations, with or without reservations. 


"Opposition to compulsory military service. 
"In favor of the payment of a substantial bonus to 


our soldiers, sailors and marines who served in the 
late war. 
"In favor of the exemption from federal taxation 


' 
of all incomes less than $5,000 per annum. 


"In favor of the repeal of all laws which deny or 


abridge the rights of free speech, free press and peace- 
able assembly. 


"In favor of the imprisonment of profiteers. 
"In favor of conscription of American excess war 


profits to assist in paying the national debt." 
But this is not all nor the worst (or perhaps the best) of it. 


Chairman Hays told ihe convention .there would be no bolt, but 
it was the glimpse of one in the distance which inspired the 
fear which prompted the remark. 


And it is now plain that not only 5s a bolt of the Thompson 


delegates threatened, but a bolt of the Johnson and Borah men 
seems imminent if any kind of a league of nations is endorsed. 


Here are the planks which Borah and Johnson will fight for:

A KEYNOTE OH A DEATH KNELL? 


ENATOU LODGE'S speech at the opening session of the 
.publican national convention at Chicago yesterday was not 


a key-note. It was a death knell. 


It sounded the final doom of *he hope that the "Old Guard," 


whipped in the primaries, would come to Chicago chastened and 
willing to sacrifice its ancient principles of Privilege and Reac- 
tion for the sake of Republican victory in November. 


If Senator Lodge's speech is to be the working model for 


the resolutions committee, the Republican platform will not be 
an inspiring document to the millions of voters who are deter- 
mined to have relief from economic burdens grown intolerable. 


The polished address of the Massachusetts solon was coldly 


received in the convention hall. It will be coldly received among 
the people "back home." 
Yet apparently nothing can prevent 


ils acceptance as the new charter of the party of Abraham Lin- 
coln, unless the small contingent of Progressive delegates mus- 
ters unexpected strength. The test will come when Senator 
"Jim" Watson, faithful friend of the "Big Five" packers in Con- 
gress, asks the convention to adopt the report of the resolutions 
committee. 


Senator Lodge's address is dry_reading but it repays careful 


analysis. 


It filled seven columns in newspaper type. One-third, of 


a column sufficed for all the Senator had to say on the high cost 
of living. " Two columns were required for his plea for inter- 
vention in Mexico. Nearly five columns were devoted to a re- 
view of the war, denunciation of the Wilson administration, and 
an evasive discussion of the league covenant 


Senator Lodge was silent on the rigiht of labor and the 


farmer to organize for collective bargaining and cooperation; 
universal military training; monopoly; self-determination for 
small nations; reduction of armaments; repeal of the espionage 
laws; restoration of free speech, free press and free assemblage; 
and the other issues in which the people ha.ve a vital" interest. 


On two issues, Senator Lodge definitely committed himself. 


He endorsed the Cummins-Esch railroad law as the crowning 
achievement of the Republican Congress and advocated inter- 
vention in Mexico. 


Can the Republican party accept these two principles and 


survive the campaign? 


If Lodge is right in endorsing the Cummins-Esch law, then 


La Follette was wrong -when he denounced that <law on the floor 
. of the Senate and exposed it as a gigantic subsidy, guarantee- 
ing profits to Wall Street on watered stock and adding billions 
to living costs in the form of increased freight rates. 


The policy Senator Lodge would have the Republican party 


adopt in dealing with Mexico, means war with that country. 


"We have watched and waited long enough," says the Sena- 


tor. "It is time that 'this condition, disgraceful to us and ruin- 
ous to Mexico, should cease. We need a firm hand at the helm. 
. . . The Mexican people would not resent the influence or 
intervention of the United States. . . We must have a man 
who has a policy and who will act" 


Senator Lodge did not remind the convention that the gen- 


eral staff last winter estimated it would require 450,000 men, en- 
listed for two years, and many billions of dollars, to "pacify'1 


our sister republic. 


The most remarkable thing about Senator Lodge's speech 


is its total lack of understanding of the 9urrents of thoughts 
v,iiich are moving the masses of the people today. 
The people 


have asked for 'bread, and Senator Lodge offers them a stone. 
Confronted with a crisis which calls for courage, vision and con- 
structive leadership, Senator Lodge urges his party to straddle, 
temporize and retreat. 


If the convention should adopt a'platform based on the 


Lodge key-note, and nominate a candidate in keeping with that 
platform, dark days are in store for the Republican party.
